Arthur C. Burch, jointly charged 
with Mrs. Obenchain, also was freed, 
So far as the Kennedy murder charge 
was concerned, but his attorney, Paul 
W. Schenk, swore to an insanity war- 
rant against him and Judge John W. 
Shenk ordered him held for observa- 
tion. 

Burch, who was tried three iia 
for murder, may face a jury again 
to have his mental condition deter- 
mined.

State has nothing to do with it, 
acording to a statement issued Mon- 
day by Sercetary of State S 

G. McLendon. The secretary of state 
sent the governor a certificate Monday 
in which he outlined the law as he 
found it. 

Governor Thomas W. Hardwick

‘uments he wrote the secretary of 
State that the certificate did not con- 
tain sufficient legal information on 
which ‘to base a proclamation, declar- 
ing that the amendment was ratified 
in the recent election.

On the face of the retruns, the 
Peach county amendment was defeat- 
ed by a majority of 7,000 votes. Be- 
cause of technical irregularities in 
the returns from 60 counties it is 
contended that the votes from these 
counties should be thrown out.

Whether or not the governor, under the 
stpoemnatn eee, would be constructively vest- 
ed with judicial power, the constitution de- 
nying the right to exercise such power, 
except as therein provided, is a question 
which I do not assume to answer. The 
conclusion I reach in the matter is that it 
is clearly not within the province of the 
secretary of state to announce conclusively 
the fact of the ratification or the rejec- 
tion of any constitutional amendment. This 
may be within the scope of the governor's 
authority, or it may be purely a judicial 
question as announced by the supreme court 
in the case mentioned. The general as- 
sembly, however, has constitutional author- 
ity to make the governor an active factor 
in the process of machinery of amending the 
constitution, and the legislature has done 
so. The legislature, In the act of August 
15,1922, requires two things of the governor, 
one is the issuing of a proclamation, and 
the second is declaring the amendment 
ratified. 

The value or force of the right of pet!- 
tion, under our state constitution, is one 
of the questions involved in this contro- 
versy. I go as far as the law permits 
me to go, and hereby certify that, on the 
face of the returns in this office, the amend- 
ment to the constitution creating the coun- 
ty of Peach received in the election held 
November 7, 1922, 29.842 votes for ratifi- 
eation, and 36.566 votes against ratifica- 
tion.

The Russian minister then passed 
to what was interpreted as an al- 
lusion to England. He said: ‘los- 
ing the straits to other warships 
conforms to the principle of equality 
between states. Throwing them open 
will give a preponderating position 
to the strongest maritime power.” 

Russia and her allied republics, M. 
Tchitcherin argued, had no aggres- 
sive, bellicose or militaristic designs 
against the liberty of other peoples; 
therefore they were in a peculiar posi- 
tion to watch over the interests or 
the working masses und to contribute 
to the world’s economic development, 
Their solution was the only possible 
solution of the straits problem. 

The Russian leader added: “Soviet 
Russia, in annulling without compen- 
sution the agreemenis ‘touching upon 
the return of Constantinople to Rus- 
sia and in liberating all the countries 
on the Mediterranean basin from the 
former menace and ‘ambitions of 
eczarism, will never permit a_ settle- 
ment of the straits question which 
would menace Russia’s own security.” 

Economic Importance. 

He emphasized the importance of 
the straits for the economic prosperity 
of the soviet federation. In 1910 
more than 70 per cent of the entire 
Russian wheat exportation passed 
through the ports of the Black Sea 
and the Sea of Azov. 

He said that, from the standpoint 
of defense, this straits solution alone 
protected the vital elementary inter- 
ests of Russia and her allies.

time a means of eluding the repara- 
tional payments in rendering the ex- 
ecution of the treaty more and more 
difficult, and secondly, it set up com- 
petition wich allied industry, Ger- 
imany being immensely facilitated by 
the condition. of the exchange.

Yes, but it.is. argued that during 
that time we can control the finances 
of the reich, reduce her expenditure, 
boost her inflation and forbid the ex- 
port of her capital. Very goa!. But, 
unfortunately, this fine program  ar- 
rives too late, when the ill already 
done and there is nothing more to 
control, and when the major portion 
of Germany’s capital has been  ex- 
ported. We have allowed Germanv’s 
economic evasion to go too far for 
such measures now to produce any 
sensible improvement. 

Rather than always to defer the 
payments, would it not be more ra- 
tional to work positively at assuring 
them? <A good portion of Germany's 
fortune is in foreign bonds. Why 
doesn’t the reich requisition them in 
order to pay a part at least of het 
debt? I presume the allies would not 
hesitate to help her in such a task. 
Could not a project be further en- 
visaged of giving Germany’s creditors 
an interest in Germany’s big indus- 
trial and financial organizations? 
Would not this be a first realization 
of the general mortgage on German 
wealth written into the treaty, and 
which in state property alone amounts 
to forty milliards of gold .marks* 
Such solutions seem more _ hopefu 
than the scheme for a moratorjum 
purely a negative measure. 


INTERNATIONAL LOAN 
ONLY REMEDY SEEN. 


Many, however, look for the cure 


elsewhere. Only an international loan! 


can regulate the question of repara- 
tions, and France is accused of no‘ 
supporting this loan. In point of 
fact, no one desires the mobilization 
of allied credit more than we, for we 
would thus have at our disposal suins 
which we are at present obliged te 
to advance such sums in turn to our 
bankrupt debtor. ‘To facilitate this 
operation and to contribute to tbe 
economic reconstruction of Europe 
we would probably be even prepared 
to forfeit some of our calm. Did we 
not show it to be so in signing the 
accord of London in May, 1921? Knut 
such a reduction must be held within 
reasonable limits and be covered by 
an absolute certainty of payment. 
The figures suggested by the eminent 
bankers assembled in Paris sume 
months ago, and _ postulating 
maximum possible sum that could be 
raised by an international Joan, do 
not give our country even the half 
of the sum we have already spent in 
reconstruction and pensions, and we 
have still to spend as much again. If 


‘ 
‘ 


we are to ratify an agreement by 
which we would renounce three- 
quarters of the debt which is due us, 
it is indispensable that we should be 
certain of being paid the balance 
without question. 

And however much the sum may be 
reduced, what-reason is there to think 
that a gold coin loan on which Ger- 
many was responsible for the interest 
and amortization would be subxcribed 
by the public when Germany pro- 
claims her inability to pay? And 
would it be prudent under these con- 
ditions to give up the real guarantees 
provided by the treaty in favor of the 
bondholders of all countries who 
would become the privileged credi- 
tors? 

TOO MUCH DELAY 
HAS DONE HARM. 

In reality, on this pont, as on many 
others, there has been too much de- 
lay. Each nation, after the signing 
of peace, pursued its own policy. If 
we had continued in union, the inter- 
national loan might have been floated 
in 1920 and the problem of repara- 
tions would not have weighed on the 
world. Did 1 not obtain from the 
British government in 1919 the prom- 
ise of a loan? That was the first step 
after the war in the direction of finan- 
cial solidarity. Why was it not fol- 
lowed up? I do not know. 

Do not let us lose sight of- this 
question of an_ international loan 
which remains, it would appear, the 
one practical means of regulating the 
payments, but let us bear in mind that 
it will only become possible when 
Germany will have re-established or- 
der and restored confidence by a 
rigourous financial,;cleaning up and 
when the allies have reverted to a 
policy of interdependence. 

In regard to sanctions, here again 
we have allowed the hour to slip by. 

I am one of those who believe that 
if they had been taken at the very 
stuart and energetically applied, sane- 
tions would have brought Germany ta 
a sterner comprehension of her du- 
ties. But people hesitated and de- 
pated; England and Belgium even re- 
nounced one of the measures most 
feared by Germany—namely, the seiz- 
ure of German property in. foreign 
countries. Even with us, the prospect 
for the occupation of the Ruhr had 
partisans and detractors. 


the; POWER OF SANCTIONS 


NOW OUT OF QUESTION. 

In short, the power oi sanctions 
has been lost and now if we consider 
the measures which have retained 
the name of “sanctions,” it will be 
found that we are dealing with the 


yeizure and realization of productive 
guarantees attributed to creditor na- 
tions without restriction or reserve by 
Article 248 of the treaty. If we are 
Jriven to such measures we should at 
east be sure ot obtaining something 
wngible at once, but should we have 
‘ecourse to this policy? 

France does not conceal from her- 
self the gravity of such a decision. 
She would much prefer not to go to 
such an extreme, but she cannot 
agree to her bill being torn up en- 
tirely after already having been con- 
siderably reduced. It does not de- 
pend on her whether the idea of seiz- 
ure and sanctions shall prevail or yot 
prevail; it is a matter of good will 
on the side of Germany and of de- 
termination, quite shortly, on the side 
of the allies. 

After a long and sustained effort, 
nervous depression is inevitable. It 
would seem that the peoples and 
governments of the entente lost the 
better purt of their energy once the 
war had been won end peace con- 
cluded, and that they became only 
sapable of improvisation, abandoned 
as lightly as elaborated. I shall not 
retrace in detail the national con- 
ferences since 1920; I shall not enu- 
merate all the renunciations agreed 
to. Under the pressure of England, 
France lent herself to all kinds of 
combinations even when these were 
most prejudicial to her. What has 
resulted if not more chaos? At each 
meeting the negotiators, working out 
some new formula, proceeded to make 
resolutions which worked more harm 
than good—even for those of the al- 
lies who backed such resolutions, 
even to Germany whom they were in- 
tended to save. 

UNITED-FRONT 
HAS DISAPPEARED. 

There is no longer any united front 
or continuity of outlook. Before the 
vast problems tu be regulated 
allied representatives have only been 
able to put forward solutions that 
were no solutions at all, because they 
were unable to ris2 above themselves 
to look at the situation in general 
and to march ctraight in step and to- 
ward a common goal. These economic 
difficulties would have been — sur- 
mountable if the allies had followed 
a policy of clearness and authority. 

The instahbilify, not. to say incoher- 
ence, of the “principles” successive- 
ly applied since 1920 have been the 
cause of the present chaos./ Now the 
commission of reparatians all- 
powerful; now it is held in check or 
condemned to a purely clerical role.

COMMERCIAL INFLUENCES 
CONTROL SITUATION.

——that is what holds the center of 
the politica] scene. 

Take care! Gold is threatening to 
become the real imperialism. Did mil- 
lions of men die for that? They 
thought they were contributing to the 
triumph of an ideal, they wished to 
abolish all rivalry for supremacy, and 
we seem to have reached so differ- 
ent a situation! 

We would seem to have abolished 
military imperialism only to be erect-’ 
ing in its stead an economic imperial- 
ism. We are happily not ye descend- 
ed so far, buc the economie chaos 
of these last years, the disorder of 
the exchanges, tend to give to the 
richer nation: a begemony no less 
perlious to themselves than to others.

His statement that Ismet 
Pasha was not showing respect for 
the conference because he was not 
ready to outline Turkey’s position in 
detail certainly was disrespectful to 
the head of our delegation.”

“Turkey has not come into court 
to ask .something; she is going to 
grant things,” was the epigrammatic 
way in which one Turkish delegate 
put it.

GERMANS BIG 
FOREIGN INVESTORS. 

Finally, whereas, in 1918, a law 
was voted in France strictly prohib- 
iting the export of capital, the pur- 
chase of foreign bonds by individuals 
was tolerated, even encouraged, by 
the Reich, so much so that one may 
say without exaggeration that only 
foreigners now possess marks and 
that the Germans hold almost exclu- 
sively dollars, pounds sterling, florins 
anil Swiss frances! German invest- 
ments in foreign countries amount ap- 
parently to at least a milliard of dol- 
lars. 

Have I not the right to conclude 
that the German failure arises not so 
much from an incapacity to pay as 
trom a determination not to pay? 

How to make Germany pay? Above 
everything else it is necessary to re- 
move the pretext beneath which she 
is escaping her liabjlities, namely, the 
continuous decrease in the value of 
her money... The mark needs to be 
stabilized. I do not know if the thing 
is possible; I shall simply make two 
observations. First, that the Ger- 
mans have in the end become the vic- 
tims of the movement which they en- 
gineered. 

The collapse of the mark has 
gone so far that today they are 
nlarmed at the prospect of forthcom- 
ing social consequences. Perhaps now 
they are disposed to make the effort 
at recovery that should have been 
made long ago. Secondly, we cannot 
afford to Jament over those who spec- 
ulated in the mark. ‘Consideration of 
their situation should not hold up any 
cecisions that are necessary.

CONJUGAL COMPLAINTS. 

Perhaps the most common of all 
conjugal complaints is that after sev- 
eral years of more or less connubial 
happiness the wife begins to resemble 
her husband, or in sad cases, the hus- 
band begins to resemble his wife not 
only in interests and tastes; but in 


manner of behavior and even in ap- 
pearance. ‘es 

Whether this tendency of mates to 
acquire common likes and looks has 
any tangible bearing on the question 
of disease is debatable. There are 
plenty of instances of conjugal disease, 
that is, the simultaneous development 
or occurrence of a certain disease, say 
cancer or tuberculosis or diabetes or 
apoplexy, in man and wife, but as 
far as I can learn, the evidence of 
conjuagilty is less convincing in these 
instances than in the instance of 
obesity. There are an extraordinary 
number of cases of conjugal obesity ro 
be found, very sad cases indeed. True, 
the disease does not invariably begin 
at precisely the same instant in man 
and wife in these deplornble cases of 
conjugal obesity; probably the huse- 
band makes a gesture toward incor- 
poration first, as a rule, but the wife 
soon overtakes him and maintains a 
eafe lead over him for the rest of the 
race. 

Conjugal obesity is too familiar au 
actuality for anybody to doubt or 
question such a happening. If the 
influence of man over wife or of wife 
over husband has no causative relation 
here, then we must dismiss the whole 
question of conjugal disease as whol- 
ly fanciful. 

For every’ instance 
pneumonia, cholelithiasis, cataract or 
epilepsy you can report, I venture 
to say I can cite 10 instances of 
conjugal obesity. So if there is any- 
thing in the idea of conjugal com- 
vlainte at all it is surely manifest 
in this most frequent of all such 
cecemplaints. 

My researches have convinced me 
that while some husbands go wrong 
all alone, still if the wife starts culti- 

vating slacker flesh the husband will 
shortly begin emulating her example, 
for if there is anything most men dis- 
like more than outright obesity it is 
being mistaken for their wives’ 
boys. This may not be good 
psychology, vet I think there 
grain of truth in it. Of course 
main reason for conjugal obesity 
that the good cooks are so eagerly 
snapped up by thé good _ providers 
and flivvers do make sluggards of us 
all. A bad symptom of incipient con- 
jugal obesity is the difficulty Friend 
Husband has in persuading Friend 
Wife to take six miles of oxygen 
crhoof with him of an afternoon > 
evening. She finds various handicaps 
and excuses. And in a little while 
the man can’t persugde any woman 
ito go out with him, probably couldn't 
go out if anv woman would. 

Seriously, you’ see, the notion of 
conjugal affections, of course you 
know what I mean, is a conjecture 
pure and simple. Aside from the 
communicable diseases which hushand 
or wife may give a mate, and that 
doesn't include cancer, the only ae- 
ceptable explanation for these oecur- 
rences is that some diseases, like can- 
cer, are so common that they are 
bound to strike twice in the same fam- 
ily here and there.

HARDING SUBMITS 
BUDGET FOR YEAR 


Shows Deep Concern 

Over Large Sums Re- 
quired Under Federal 
Aid Acts.

Washington, December 4.—Presi- 
dent Harding, in transmitting the an- 
nual federal budget for the next fiscal 
year, frankly told congress today that 
whether there was to be any material 
reduction in government expenditures 
and in taxes in future years would de- 
pend largely on whether there was to 
be a curtailment or expansion of fed- 
elal aid in lines of research, improve- 
ment and development. 

Placing the estimated government 
outlay in 1924 as 83,180,843,234. 
a decrease of. about $500,000,000 as 
compared with estimates for this fis- 
cal year, Mr. Harding called atten- 
tion that two-thirds of this total was 
op account of practically fixed 
charges such as the publie debt, nua- 
tional defense, pensions, world war 
allowances and federal aid. There 
was left, he said, only about one bil- 
lion dollars in charges subject to ac- 
ministrative control and against 
which, he added, the retrenchment 


rected. 

While expressing the opinion that 
some further reduction. undoubtedly 
would result from a reorganization of 
government establishments on a more 
scientific basis, the president said this 
alone would not affect such a mate- 
rial cut in operating costs as would 
justify the expression of hope for a 
considerable lessening of expenditures 
in the years to come.

Poison to Rid the City 
of Pests. 


The campaign against rats in At- 
lanta is in full swing. 

Householders and representatives 
of business firms applied at the vari- 
ous fire stations in the city to se- 
cure their portion of rodent extermi- 
nator. 

Scores of casualties have already 
been reported, and L. H. Bell, the 
chamber of commerce rat extermina- 
tor, predicts that before the week is 
out, there will be a “wholesale 
slaughter.” 

The poison, barium carbonate, has 
many advantages over other poisons 
used for the same purpose, It is 
a slow acting drug, and the rat once 
partaking of the bait will immediate- 
fy seek plenty of “air,” thereby re- 
ducing the number that die indoors 
to a minimum. 

There have been but few com- 
plaints wherever the poison has been 
used of the rats dying behind the 
walls, and under basement floors. It 
is reputed to be a most effective ex- 
terminator, and the officials in charge 
of the drive are seeking co-operation 
of everyone who have the rodent 
problem to contend with.

dissemination, or prevention of entry 
into the state. Early action was 
stressed, in view of the spread of the 
pink boll worm. 

States Hav. Legislation. 

Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Florida, Mr. Hunter said, already 
have legislation which is proving ef- 
fective, while the pink boll worm law 
in Texas would be strengthened by 
such legislation. 

Special authority for the establish- 
ment of non-cotton Zones with some 
provision for the compensation of 
farmers for losses incurred was ad- 
vocated by the government expert. 
Closer co-operation of the state gov- 
ernment’s with the United States de- 
partment of agriculture in pest con- 
trol and eradication was also urged. 

After suggesting thé most strin- 
gent quarantine measures for the con- 
trol of the pink boll worm, which 
he said was as yet in its incipiency, 
Mr. Hunter said that the time for 
measures to prevent the spread of 
the boll weevil bad passed and the 
problem is now simply one of con- 
trol on individual farms. He sug- 
gested community action in planting 
cotton as simultaneously as possible 
er the removal of the plants in the 
fall. . 

Mr. Hunter then described in de- 
tail the work of the department of 
agriculture in devising methods for 
control and eradication of cotton 
crop pests. .

Kansas QOity, which finished secong, 
led the league in attendance with 309,- 
000. This was the first time that a 
club in the-association drew’ above 
300,000. 

Major league owners and managers 
mingled with the minors all day in 
search of new talent, but no deals 
were made. ‘There is possibility of a 
deal, invloving Catcher Glenn Myatt, 
of the Milwaukee club, who is regard- 
ed as the best prospect since the dis- 
covery of Ray Schalk, the White Sox 
star. Otto Borchart, president of 
the Milwaukee club, said he had an 
offer of $30,000 from the Cleveland 
Americans for Myatt, but he desires 
to make a deal for players as well as 
cash. 

Commissioner Landis arrived late 
tonight to address the minor leaguers. 
He is expected to direct his remarks 
to the leagues which refused to sub- 
scribe to the draft. Commissioner 
Landis declined.to make any comment 
when informed that President Johnson, 
of the American league, had declined 
to aecept the commissioner's plan for 
a joint session-of the major leagues 
in New York December 14.

In addition to big world shipments 
and the decided enlargement of the 
aggregate afloat, it was deemed sig- 
nificant that primary receipts of wheat 
in this country were more than dou- 
ble those of a year agu. besides 
weakness in the New York stock mar- 
ket lead to considerable selling of wheat 
here, and so, likewise, did apparent 
slowness of domestic milling inquiry. 
lUneasiness, however, over reports of 
further rain in Argentina and as to 
strained diplomatic conditions in Eu- 
rope acted somewhat as a check on the 
wheat bears. 

Slight rallies which took place dur- 
ing the late dealings in wheat were 
ascribed more or less to an unex- 
pected falling off in the United States 
visible supply total. Talk was also 
current of a move in Australia to_re- 
strict bat soko and to provide a re- 
serve against droughts. About the 
sume titbe, tao, there was evidence of 
some buying here for houses with ex- 
port connections. On the other hand 
notice was taken that France had or- 
dered 10 per cent admixture of rice 
with wheat flour after December 15.

But when hoiders won't sell below 
a certain price and are so strong fi- 
nancially that they cannot be com- 
pelled to let go there is not much 
likelihood of any decline, and these 
are the conditions which obtain in 
the south today. The money obtain- 
ed for the cotton already sold has 
put the bankers, merehants and farm- 
ers of the cotton belt in a position 
to pay or extend most of the debt in- 
curred in producing this year’s crop 
ang while they are not opulent they 
are far more comfortable than they 
were. They are therefore complacent 
and by refusing to sell in moments 
of depression they can and probably 
will succeed in securing what they 
regard as a fair price for the balance 
of the crop. 

Large Exports.
